NOT FORGOTTEN: Leon Briggs died in

THE removal of a plaque in memory of Leon 
Briggs by police has sparked outrage from those 
close to him, as the wait for answers goes on. 

Leon’s friend Cyril Mitchell, who gave a speech 
at an event to erect the plaque on Wednesday 
evening, said: “This goes against what was prom¬ 
ised. 

“We go there to show our respect and them 
removing the plaque just feels like a slap in the 
face for Leon’s family and the people of Luton.” 

Leon Briggs died in custody at Luton Police 
Station on November 4,2013, after being detained 
under section 136 of the Mental Health Act. 

The plaque was mounted on the wall of Luton 
Police Station on Wednesday at a ceremony 
marking two years since his death, which more 
than 100 people attended. 

Luton on Sunday has seen emails from 
Bedfordshire Police giving the family permission 
to erect the plaque. But the force decided to 


remove the tribute on Thursday morning while it 
‘seeks legal advice’. A spokesman said the object 
could prejudice future legal proceedings involv¬ 
ing the six members of staff currently under 
investigation by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission. 

Leading those assembled at the memorial event 
on Wednesday, Mr Mitchell said: “Leon’s become 
a beacon and, as much as I don’t want to use the 
word, a martyr for Luton. We’re here two years on 
to show respect for him as a community, for 
somebody I loved, who I called my best friend. 

“Two years on we still want answers as to what 
happened to Leon, first for the family and second 
for the community.” 

Superintendent Mark Upex said: “As we have 
previously explained, we are unable to allow the 
plaque to be placed until we have fully explored 
the potential legal implications it may have on 
any future proceedings. 

“As a result we have removed the plaque and 
will be returning it to the family for safekeeping 
until the matter has been resolved.” 


Battle is 
on to save 
Bear from 
closure 

A JAZZ club owner says he has been 
‘overwhelmed’ by support to save his club 
after its future was placed under threat. 

This week, The Bear Club in Guildford 
Street, Luton, announced it would shut its 
doors after being told it would receive an 
excessive noise notice from Luton Borough 
Council. 

Owner Justin Doherty said the notice was 
‘essentially a gagging order’. 

He added: “By sheer definition of what 
we do and who we are, I will without doubt 
be in further breach of their conditions and 
liable for further action, prosecution and 
fines of up to £20,000. 

“It’s been overwhelming the love and the 
fight people have put up for The Bear.. . I 
shouldn’t be surprised. 

“Luton, and the wider reaches, have 
responded to the club with such passion 
and commitment since we opened in 
2014.” 

There has been a strong reaction to the 
proposed closure of the club, with a peti¬ 
tion asking Luton Borough Council to allow 
the club to remain open reaching its target 
of 1,500 signatures in under 24 hours. 

People from as far away as Texas and 
Germany have expressed their support for 
the club by signing. 

At the time of writing, more than 3,000 
names had been added. 

Paul Jolly, owner of Luton jazz label 33 
Records and regular performer at the 
venue, jumped to its defence and criticised 
the council for issuing the notice. 

He said: “Given the level of noise from 
everywhere else in Luton it’s frankly ridicu¬ 
lous it’s facing closure. 

“Luton has lots of funding coming from 
the Arts Council and the BID is working 
hard to create a nighttime economy. 

“The council needs to work with them. 

“There’s been no incidents at The Bear 
Club and it’s brought together a big cross 
section of people. It would be a big loss for 
the town if it was to shut down.” 

In a statement on Friday, Mr Doherty, 
who is currently out of the country on busi¬ 
ness, sounded optimistic about the chanc¬ 
es of the club surviving.

Club closure would 
be big loss for town 

LUTON is a town very proud of its her¬ 
itage, its culture and its booming 
independent businesses. 

Why then are we now talking about 
the possible full-time closure of a pop¬ 
ular jazz venue, The Bear Club, just 
because someone has complained it’s 
too loud? 

The owner of the club, which only 
opened last year, has said the noise 
abatement order issued by Luton 
Borough Council doesn’t actually 
mean the club has to close but by 
limiting how much noise it is able to 
make, the club won’t be able to oper¬ 
ate as it should. 

This is undoubtedly bad news for 
Luton’s night-time economy - in fact a 
petition has been set up arguing just 
that. In its short lifetime The Bear 
Club has drawn in acts from around 
the world, stars it is unlikely would 
have come to Luton if not to perform 
there, and therefore you have to ques¬ 
tion the motives of this decision when 
it clearly is not in the interests of pro¬ 
moting what’s good about our town. 


Car park price hike ‘insult’ 
will drive shoppers away

A ROW is brewing between two 
councils over proposed increases 
to parking charges which will see 
some fees rise by as much as 150 
per cent. 

Dunstable Town Council has 
written a strongly-worded letter to 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
stating that an increase from 50p 
to £1.50 for two hours of parking 
will drive shoppers away. 

At a meeting on November 19, 
councillors will discuss the pro¬ 


posals which are supposed to help 
pay for improved technology and 
‘customer experience of our busi¬ 
est car-parks’. 

They will increase charges for 
parking from 30 minutes up to a 
week, as well as lost tokens. 

The letter, written by Dunstable 
mayor Councillor Liz Jones, 
states: ‘Trying to pay to park in 
Dunstable is a major trial as there 
is rarely a machine working that 
will take money, particularly in 
the Ashton Square Car Park, and 
this has been the case for many 
months now. 


‘To insult us by trying to raise 
this charge is something that will 
bring the wrath of residents down 
upon the heads of Central 
Bedfordshire Councillors and 
Town Councillors elected in 
Dunstable.’ 

Business and residents have also 
come out against the charge. 

Lee, from Lisa Roberts Catering 
in Ashton Square, said the charges 
would halt the town’s progress 
and ‘affect footfall’. 

A Central Bedfordshire spokes¬ 
man said: “The proposal to 
increase of car parking charges 


will be the first in a number of 
years and bring all council car 
park charges to the same level 
making it consistent across 
Central Bedfordshire. 

“The proposal to increase park¬ 
ing charges will introduce a con¬ 
sistent fee across the whole of 
Central Bedfordshire.” 

The spokesman added that the 
increased revenue would go 
towards helping the council meet 
‘significant financial challenges’. 

If councillors vote the charges 
through they will begin from 
January 1 next year.

‘Mindless’ graffiti 
blasted by skaters

‘OFFENSIVE’ writing which was 
scribbled at a skate park has been 
labelled as ‘mindless writing’ and 
‘vandalism’. 

Unknown individuals wrote vari¬ 
ous things, including ‘YOLO’, ‘RIP 
TOM’ and ‘f**x’ at the facility which is 
off Court Drive, in Dunstable. 

Pete Smith, 41, chairman of 
Dunstable Board Riders, said the 
people responsible for the writing 
were ‘making things difficult’ for 
others who wanted to enjoy it. 

The park opened in March this 
year and has grown to be a popu¬ 
lar feature in the town centre. It 
has been relatively trouble free 
until recent weeks. 

Pete, who has been skating 
since he was 13, said the chemi¬ 
cals used in the spray paint could 
have damaged the smooth surface 
on the ramps. 

He said: “Everybody loves a good bit 
of art and we had actually spoken 
about erecting walls just purely for 
that kind of thing but then decided if 
we did, the other areas of the park 
would get graffitied. 

“We can only assume it was done by 






local delinquents. What 
they did is vandalism. 
Graffiti is traditional art whereas this 
is mindless writing.” 

Dunstable Town Council said: “This 
situation has been occurring over the 
last two to three weeks and before 
this and since the skate park was 
opened in March 2015 we have had

very little by way of graffiti and dam¬ 
age. The majority of local skaters and 
young people using the park have 
looked after it quite well to this point. 

“It is unfortunate that a small 
minority have sought to act in this 
way and we are very disappointed 
with what has been occurring in 
recent weeks.”

Mr Doherty also remains confident of the 
council will work with him fairly in his 
efforts to see the club remain open. 

He told Luton on Sunday. “We do not 
receive the notice until I return from work¬ 
ing in the USA next week. 

“Receipt of this was delayed by the 
council to fairly enable me to appeal with 
the 21 day window that I have. 

“So until then, little more can be said 
other than watch this space.” 


The venue is due to shut its doors next 
Sunday, except for select shows. 

A spokesman for Luton Borough Council 
said:” We cannot comment on individual 
cases that could be subject to legal action, 
however, excessive noise can make life a 
misery and everyone has a right to live in 
their home without suffering a noise nui¬ 
sance. 

“When we are satisfied that a noise nui¬ 
sance exists, we have a duty to serve an 
abatement notice on the person responsi¬ 


ble for the nuisance. The notice requires 
the person responsible to stop causing the 
nuisance. 

“Failure to comply with such a notice 
can attract prosecution and a fine.” 

This week, club goers who signed the 
petition in their thousands left their trib¬ 
utes to the club and argued in its favour. 

Natalia Koch said: “A place like this can¬ 
not disappear from town, there’s no other 
place which brings amazing music and 
high culture to the town’s public.”

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Oily slammed for 
camera cash plan

DRIVERS have 
dubbed police and 
crime commissioner 
Oily Martins' plans 
to raise cash for the 
county's police force 
by turning on Ml 
speed cameras as 
‘outrageous'. 

The PCC 

announced the 
scheme, along with 
the idea of business 
sponsorship of uni¬ 
forms and vehicles, 
at a Home Affairs 
select committee 
this week. 

A spokesman for 
the Association of 
British Drivers said 
the PCC’s proposal to 
turn the cameras 
back on to raise 
much-needed fund¬ 
ing is in stark con¬ 
trast to the force’s 
own pledge that fin¬ 
ing motorists is all 
about safety. 

He said: “I’ve never 
heard of anyone say¬ 
ing they’re for raising 
money instead of just 
for safety. 

“For him to say that 
he wants to raise 


money out of motor¬ 
ists is outrageous.” 

Mr Martins’ plan to 
use speed cameras as 
a means to raise 
funds has been 
panned by people 
ranging from motor¬ 
ing lawyers to driv¬ 
ers’ groups and polit¬ 
ical rivals. 

Kathryn Holloway, 
Conservative candi¬ 
date for the role of 
PCC at next year’s 


election also criti¬ 
cised Mr Martins’ 
plan. 

She said: “The 
problem with this 
flawed plan starts 
with the fact that it 
confirms motorists’ 
greatest fears; that 
money-making and 
not safety is the rea¬ 
son for the cameras 
in the first place. 

“Why would they 
ever take them seri¬ 


ously again? 

“It hasn’t been 
thought through and 
claims it would raise 
£lm sounds like a 
‘guesstimation’.” 

Mr Martins said: “I 
am running out of 
levers to pull to keep 
Bedfordshire Police 
financially viable. 

“We’ve had a coun¬ 
cil tax referendum. 
We’ve extensively 
lobbied the Home 
Office for fair fund¬ 
ing but they haven’t 
listened and the 
chancellor’s spend¬ 
ing review at the end 
of the month means 
we face more cuts. 

“Strict enforcement 
of the speed limit 
could raise £lm and 
to me that’s better 
than losing 25 more 
police officers.” 

He also said he 
expects to raise the 
money from cash the 
force gets from peo¬ 
ple attending speed 
awareness courses, 
which amounts to

THREE police front desk 
offices will shut next 
February due to budget cuts, 
we can reveal. 

Bedfordshire Police said it 
will close its enquiry offices 
in Biggleswade, Leighton 
Buzzard and Houghton Regis 
after consulting residents. 

However, the ones in 
Dunstable, Kempston, 
Bedford and Luton, which 
had been earmarked for clo¬ 


sure, will stay open. 

Seven jobs will be lost but 
the force said no-one would 
be made compulsorily redun¬ 
dant because of ‘voluntary 
redundancy’ and ‘redeploy¬ 
ment opportunities’. 

The office in Greyfriars, 
Bedford, will open from 9am- 
5pm Monday to Friday - 
shorter than the 7am-10pm 
seven day arrangement that 
exists currently. 

The reception at Kempston 
HQ will be scrapped and 
replaced with an enquiry 


office which will operate from 
8am-8pm seven days a week. 

Assistant chief constable, 
Mark Collins, said: “I would 
emphasise that even though 
some enquiry offices have 
been closed the police sta¬ 
tions are still fully operation¬ 
al and residents can make an 
appointment to see officers 
there, or at their own homes.” 

“Although the funding pic¬ 
ture looks bleak we will con¬ 
tinue to press central govern¬ 
ment for a fairer funding set¬ 
tlement and support.”

Stay safe on the internet

with people affected by online 
security breaches and wants to 
share some tips on how you 
can protect yourself. 



CYBER crime is on the rise. 

With the incorporation of 
cyber-offences, the crime- 
rate in England and Wales is 
set to rise by 40 per cent. 

Cyber attacks have been 
documented in the news 
more frequently in recent 
years, but there is a lot more 
information out there about 
keeping yourself safe online. 

People and businesses are 
still coming under attack 
from hackers and hijackers, 
the pirates of the World Wide 
Web, through fake sites and 
phishing scams. 

There are various ways you 
can protect your online iden¬ 
tity. 

• Modify your privacy 
settings 

Check your privacy settings 
on your social media 
accounts to check who can 
view your content. 

People often send private 
details (such as an address 
or mobile number) to a 
friends’ Facebook walls or 
through public tweets with¬ 
out realising everyone will be 
able to view it on their time 
feeds. 

Change your privacy set¬ 
tings to ‘Friends’ on 
Facebook and set your 
Twitter account to private. 

If you are sending private 
details, send them through 
email. 

• Add an extra layer of 
security 

Both Facebook and Twitter 
allow for mobile verification 
in their security settings. 

This means if anyone tries 
to log into your accounts 
from unknown browsers, 
they will need a verification 
code sent to your mobile 
device to log in. 


This will stop hackers from 
infiltrating your accounts as 
easily. 

• Don’t use the same 
password! 

Although our passwords are 
very easy to forget, try not to 
have the same password for 
every account. 

Many people make this 
mistake and find that when 
their social media is hacked, 
their emails and other per¬ 
sonal accounts can also be 
accessed. 

If you do find it easier to 
have the similar passwords 
for your accounts, add differ¬ 
ent characters so that there 
are some variations between 
them. 

• Don’t fall for fake emails 

Many fraudsters will create 
emails and send them to 
your email posing as official 
companies whom you may 
have accounts with. 

They may pose as your 
bank society, PayPal or other 
payment systems. 

They’ll often provide links 
in the emails and can look 
legitimate as they put in a lot 
of hard work to make their 
emails look as real as possi¬ 
ble.

Cop facing trial for pornography charge 


A BEDFORDSHIRE Police officer appeared in court 
on Wednesday charged with possessing extreme 
pornographic images of animals and indecent 
images of children. 

Paul Henry, 42, of Quadring Road, 

Donington, appeared at Boston 
Magistrates’ Court facing charges of 
possession of category A, B and C 
images. 

He was charged with nine counts of 
possessing indecent images of children. 

He was also charged with possession of 
extreme pornographic images portraying an act 
of intercourse or oral sex with a dead or alive animal 


between January 2012 and April 2015. Mr Henry, 
who is a police officer serving in Bedfordshire, 
spoke only to confirm his name and address 
and made no plea. 

He was represented in court by his 
solicitor. 

His trial date was set at Lincoln Crown 
Court on December 2. 

He was granted conditional bail not to 
have any unsupervised contact with a 
child under the age of 16, and to reside at 
an address in Peterborough. 

He is suspended from duty pending the 
result of the case. 


Waste firm’s £100k 
safety breach fine

A WASTE and recycling company has been 
fined £100,000 after a worker’s arm was 
dragged into a conveyor belt. 

The 32-year-old employee was working at 
F&R Cawley Limited’s site in Covent Garden 
Close, Luton on 28 February 2014 when the 
incident happened. 

The control room operator turned off the 
power to the machine but Luton Crown Court 
heard the company’s lock-off and isolation 
procedure had not been followed on site for 
some time. 

As he attempted to remove a bit of waste 


from the rollers the power was turned back on 
by the control room operator and his arm was 
pulled into the rollers. 

He sustained serious fractures and required 
three metal plates in his left arm which he is 
still unable to use, meaning he is unable to 
work and is still needing to undergo further 
surgeries to correct the problem. 

A Health and Safety Executive investigation 
found the company’s procedures for lock-off/ 
isolation and clearing blockages was inade¬ 
quate. 

The company pleaded guilty to breaching 
section 3(1) of the Health and Safety at Work 
Act 1974 and was fined £100,000 and ordered 
to pay £20,763.

Dodgy parking 
riles up locals

A PARISH councillor has 
accused parking officers of 
not fulfilling their responsi¬ 
bility to clamp down on bad 
parking. 

Patrick Smith (pictured 
above), from Caddington 
Parish Council, said he has 
spent all summer trying to get 
Central Bedfordshire Council 
to remove a co mpany car 
parked in Dunstable. 

The vehicle is parked out¬ 
side Car Carnoisseur Leasing 
in High Street South and acts 
as an advertising extension to 
the firm’s store front. 


Mr Smith said: “If any dam¬ 
age is done to this pavement 
then it’s the local people who 
have to pay for it. 

“This happens everyday and 
it’s very close to the pedestri¬ 
an crossing. I have told the 
council it can use the Highway 
Act and the Health and Safety 
Act to tackle it. 

“The people at the shop are 
using the pavement to get the 
maximum advertising and it 
is not acceptable.” 

Paul Mayhew, managing 
director at Car Carnoisseur, 
said: “The car is off the road 
and not on the pathway. It is 
part of our shop front. We are 


a busy employer and we pay 
taxes and rates and our busi¬ 
ness should be supported.” 

A Central Bedfordshire 
Council spokesman said the 
authority could not do any¬ 
thing as the road was under 
Highway’s England’s control. 

He added: “We have contact¬ 
ed the police to see whether 
they can enforce with their 
powers on the grounds of 
obstruction of the highway 
but they decided against this 
because the vehicle in ques¬ 
tion is not physically obstruct¬ 
ing safe passage of pedestri¬ 
ans due to the generous width 
of footway.”

DETECTIVES have said they 
are investigating reports of 
motorcyclists ‘riding danger¬ 
ously’ through Luton town 
centre and the surrounding 
area.

LAST week I wrote about Bute and Stuart 
Streets. Seven more streets have Bute links. 

Collingdon Street refers to Thomas 
Collingdon who worked for the Bute family for 
over 50 years and was a trusted adviser. 

The Second Marquess of Bute inherited the 
title Earl of Dumfries in 1803, hence Dumfries 
Street. Hastings Street and Windsor Street 
refer to families the Butes married into.

First Marquess married the daughter of the 
Second Viscount Windsor. 

This marriage brought vast estates in Wales 
and they developed Cardiff docks, with the 
area around it becoming known as Butetown.

The owner of Luton Hoo from 1848 was John 
Shaw Leigh and his family made its fortune 
from Liverpool docks. Liverpool Road was laid 
out in 1862. 



Plea for field’s legal protection 


A COUNCIL chief executive 
will be asked to create a 
legal document guarantee¬ 
ing the future of a college 
playing field this week.

WHEN 17-year-old student 
Rahul Patel collapsed during 
a P.E. lesson in 2013, his life 
was saved by the quick¬ 
thinking actions of staff at a 
nearby leisure centre. 

The teenager had suffered 
a sudden cardiac arrest 
(SCA) at Lea Manor School, 
in Luton, a condition in 
which the heart unexpect¬ 
edly stops beating. 

Fortunately, lifeguard 
Jordan Batson was quickly 
on the scene and he was 
joined by his team leader 
Tara Bonnett. 

Even more fortunately for 
Rahul, Tara arrived with a 
defibrillator - a device 
which delivers an electrical 
shock to stop the irregular 
rhythm and allow the 
heart’s natural pacemaker to 
restart the usual rhythm. 

It had only been at the cen¬ 
tre for a week but it played a 
crucial part in saving 
Rahul’s life. 

Rahul’s mum Meeta is now 
on a mission to ensure every 
headteacher knows the 
value of this crucial bit of kit 
in an emergency. 

Her aim is to see every 
school in the county with a 
defibrillator on site. But 
since starting her campaign 
in January this year, she has 
only managed to convince 


five schools across both 
Luton and Bedford. 

Commenting on her fami¬ 
ly’s journey, she said: “It has 
been a bit difficult to get 
used to Rahul having a pace¬ 
maker fitted and the regular 
appointments to the hospi¬ 
tal. 

“He has done well and he 
has not let it affect him in 
any way. He is in college 


doing what he wants to do.” 

Meeta says funding is a 
major obstacle as each 
device can cost up to £1,200. 

Despite estimates which 
state that every week in the 
UK 12 healthy people aged 
35 and under die from undi¬ 
agnosed cardiac conditions, 
Meeta says the lack of 
awareness is something she 
has to fight through.

“I think that funding is a 
huge issue as it is very limit¬ 
ed”, Meeta says. 

“Some of the heads are a 
bit anxious. But when you 
have trips you have risk 
assessments and in school a 
cardiac arrest could happen 
to anyone of any age. 

“I’m hoping to attend a 
meeting with the head¬ 
teachers so I can catch them 


all and I hope to have some¬ 
one from the ambulance 
service to come and show 
them that it is easy to use.” 

Tara, the lifeguard who 
helped save Rahul’s life, 
says the incident ‘made eve¬ 
ryone more aware how 
important having that piece 
of equipment is’. All her 
staff are trained know how 
to use it and she says it 
increases the survival 
chances of patients who 
need it. 

It is this kind of testimony 
Meeta hopes will help con¬ 
vince decision makers have 
a defibrillator installed. 

She is being supported by 
BOC Healthcare, the suppli¬ 
ers of the defibrillator 
which saved Rahul’s life. 
BOC’s product manager 
Cheryl Toole said they could 
be used by people with little 
or no training. 

Funding for one can 
be provided 
through 


programmes such as those 
run by the British Heart 
Foundation. 

Meeta says: “It is hard 
work but it’s something that 
is close to my heart. 

“I know how hard it is to 
go through what we went 
through and we did not lose 
Rahul. 

“I would hate for another 
family to go through what I 
went through and not come 
through with a positive 
result. As a family we strug¬ 
gled and as a mum I strug¬ 
gled. If I can prevent anoth¬ 
er mum from going through 
then it will be worth it.”

Quick thinking staff

A LUXURY hotel had to be 
evacuated of its guests fol¬ 
lowing a fire in the main 
building on Tuesday night.

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REVIEW 

Change of heart 
is a curious thing 



WHEN I first read the Curious Incident of the 
Dog in the Night-Time in my final year of school 
I hated it. 

Yes, that’s right. I thought it was truly awful. 
And that might be a brave thing to say consid¬ 
ering everyone always raves about it, but there 
you go. 

Upon seeing the stage adaptation this week, 
however, my mind has been completely 
changed. 

Reading Mark Haddon’s novel I found the 
protagonist, 15-year-old Christopher Boone, 
intolerably annoying. Perhaps it was the age at 
which I first read the book; although I under¬ 
stood why he acts the way he does, I had little 
sympathy for him. 

But as a member of the audience rather 
than a reader, I immediately warmed to him. 
Although I can’t empathise with his problems 
and I don’t have anyone close to me with 
Aspergers Syndrome, I felt a connection. 

The show manages to be theatrical, making 
excellent use of some superb choreography 
and a basic but techologically advanced set, 
while remaining true to the spirit of the book. 

The entire story is staged in a versatile black 
box. The use of screens, chalk drawings and 
very few props (bar an amazing electric train 
set that I’m incredibly jealous of) helps ensure 
the focus is firmly on Christopher and his par¬ 
ents, what they are doing, how they are feeling. 


I particularly enjoyed the twist that 
Christopher’s warm-hearted teacher at his spe¬ 
cial needs school, Siobhan (Geraldine 
Alexander), actually reads to the audience the 
book he writes about his attempts to solve the 
mystery of who killed Wellington, the dog that 
was brutally killed in his neighbour’s garden, as 
a form of narration and decides to stage it as a 
play. 

The rest of the show takes us on an extraor¬ 
dinary journey which involves a tense moment 
at Paddington tube station when Christopher is 
about to be struck by an oncoming train that 
has everyone on the edge of their seats. 

To get Curious Incident absolutely spot on 
though you need an incredibly strong male lead 
to play Christopher. 

And in that respect Joshua Jenkins delivered 
- and then some. 

The moments when he was either screaming 
in distress at being touched or holding his head 
in his hands and groaning, which are almost 
unbearable to watch, were expertly contrasted 
with frequent bursts of humour. 

There were times that he would frustrate his 
parents with his ‘behavioural problems’ and 
would seem so utterly sure of his own abilities 
that were just delightfully funny. 

The best bit however has to be the happy 
ending, a real treat for animal lovers.

helm are surpassed only by Sir 
Alex. 

During the early 1950s, his 
team picked up the affectionate 
nickname the Busby Babes, 
because of the youthfulness of 
many of the players. But after a 
European Cup tie against Red 
Star Belgrade on February 6, 
1958, their plane crashed on the 
runway in Munich, leaving eight 


players and three club officials 
among the 21 people dead. 

Busby suffered multiple 
injuries and twice received the 
last rites, but recovered from his 
injuries, going onto successfully 
rebuild United, famously lifting 
the European Cup in 1968. He 
died in 1994, aged 84. 

The home the injured Busby 
returned to two months after the 
disaster, in Chorlton-cum-Hardy 
outside Manchester, is now up 
for sale for £375,000. 

It’s a detached three-bedroom 
house on a large corner plot 
which, subject to planning 
permission, could house a small 
separate bungalow, according to 
estate agent Ashton Rains. 

Inside, there are sizable living 
and dining rooms, while outside 
there’s plenty of space for 
off-road parking and a detached 
garage.

Sanatorium 
where Bryson 
fell for Britain 


T ravel writer Bill 
Bryson has been 
laying into his 
adopted country while 
promoting his new 
book, criticising the National 
Trust for fleecing tourists as 
well as the “quietly disgraceful 
behaviour of the British”. 

The American Anglophile 
moaned he was made to stump 
up £32 before he got to see the 
famous Neolithic stone circle in 
Avebury, and also criticised a 
smartly dressed woman in a 
Keswick cafe who left a lOp tip 
for her £20 tea. 

The damning tales appear in 
Bryson’s new book, The Road to 
Little Dribbling, More Notes 
from a Small Island - 20 years 


after the first instalment was 
published and made the writer 
a household name. 

In his new book, he details 
the time he spent working as a 
porter in Holloway Sanatorium, 
Virginia Water, where the very 
wealthy who suffered mental 
illness were able to reside in 
relative luxury in a secure 
NHS-owned hospital. 

Bryson has very fond 
memories of the sanatorium, as 
he met his wife Cynthia while 
living there. And although 
Holloway was full of long-term 
patients who were “quite mad”, 
he loved the quintessential 
Englishness of the place. 

It closed its doors in the 


1980s, and after years of neglect, 
was redeveloped as private 
housing. Set in 25 acres with 
24-hour gated security, Virginia 
Park, was reopened 20 years ago 
with community leisure 
facilities including a swimming 
pool, Jacuzzi, gym, tennis court 
and sports hall. 

A two-bedroom apartment is 
now up for sale in the Grade I 
listed Gothic pile at £935,000. It’s 
got a reception hall, sitting 
room, kitchen/breakfast room, 
master bedroom with luxury 
en-suite as well as secure 
underground parking for three 
cars.

ENID Blyton might not be the 
most fashionable children’s 
author, but many youngsters 
still delight in the adventures of 
Julian, Dick, Anne, Georgina 
and their dog Timmy - cultural 
icons more than 70 years after 
they first appeared in print. 

She’d find inspiration for the 
Famous Five’s thrilling tales 
while holidaying at her favourite 
hotel. In fact, Blyton was such a 


fan of Knoll House Hotel that her 
family would visit three or four 
times a year, often for weeks at a 
time. 

The first of her Famous Five 
books, Five On A Treasure 
Island, published in 1942, 
features a ruined castle that’s 
based on Corfe Castle just a few 
miles from the hotel on the 
Dorset coast, while Whispering 
Island in 1962’s Five Have A 


Mystery To Solve was modelled 
on Brownsea Island in Poole 
Harbour, which the hotel 
overlooks. 

Over the years the family 
getaway has played host to other 
famous guests including author 
Roald Dahl, actor Michael

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Suzuki Celerio 

THE HARD CEL 

The Suzuki Celerio aims to offer the interior 
space of the Splash with the price and economy 
of the Alto. Such attempts are usually doomed 
to failure, but the Celerio, with its perky 1.0-litre 
three cylinder engines, big spec list and optional 
AGS transmission, looks to be made of all the 
right stuff. 

The core engine in the Celerio range is a 1.0-litre 
three-cylinder petrol unit developing a total 
of 66bhp at 6,000rpm and 89Nm of torque at 
3,500rpm, so you’re going to need to give the 
throttle pedal a bit of treatment to get anywhere. 
Especially if you opt for it with the brand’s 
efficient AGS automatic gearbox. 

The alternative Celerio powerplant is another 
1.0-litre petrol unit with the same output, this one 
using Suzuki’s more efficient Dualjet technology. 
Power goes to the front wheels via a five-speed 
manual gearbox at first, but we suspect that 
most UK buyers will want to talk to their dealer 
about matching the Dualjet engine technology 
to Suzuki’s Auto Gear Shift (AGS). 

The Celerio probably isn’t going to turn too 
many heads, being a fairly generic-looking 
citycar in the modern mould. That’s not to say 
its styling lacks merit, just that it’s nothing too 
adventurous. The most notable flourishes are 
probably the deeply sculpted flanks, with an 
arcing swage line that runs just below the door 
handles. The front grille is unusual, with a three- 
bar design that kinks upwards at each extremity 
into the big headlight pods. 

The body measures just 3,600mm from stem to 
stern and 1,600mm wide, so parking it shouldn’t 
present too much of a difficulty. A height of 
1,530mm and a non-slanting roofline affords 
respectable headroom for occupants. The 
2,425mm long wheelbase provides a tandem 


distance of 743mm, which gives plenty of space 
in the cabin for five occupants. The boot is vast 
for a citycar, with a capacity of 254-litres. 

On to running costs. The standard 1.0-litre triple 
engine makes some very respectable figures, 
eking 65.7 miles from a gallon of unleaded and 
emitting just 99g/km of carbon dioxide. Go for 
the AGS-equipped automatic model and there’s 
no running cost penalty. 

If you’re happy with a stick-shift and don’t 
mind a modest £500 price premium, then 
Suzuki’s more modern Dualjet 1.0-litre petrol 
unit is a better bet in this car. In Dualjet form, 
this Suzuki’s combined cycle fuel consumption 
improves to 78.5mpg, while the C02 return 
is enhanced to 84g/km. That’ll make such a 
Celerio the cleanest and most fuel efficient new 
car on sale for less than £10,000. 

In summary, the Suzuki Celerio is always going 
to be overshadowed by state of the art city 
slickers like the Volkswagen Up or the Renault 
Twingo, but it was never really designed to 
compete with the more high-end offerings of 
the citycar sector. It’s easy to overlook the fact 
that after the Hyundai il0 and the Volkswagen 
Up, the biggest selling citycar in the UK in 2014 
was the Suzuki Alto. The Celerio looks set to 
do even better than the Alto, with its super-low 
emissions and clever transmission. 

If you want a car that is utterly no-nonsense, 
easy to use and which we’d bet will prove to 
be extremely reliable, the Celerio demonstrates 
that these qualities needn’t cost you the earth. 
The fact that it’s well-equipped and is incredibly 
cheap to run is just the icing on the cake. It might 
not seem an obvious hit on first acquaintance, 
but give this one time. We think it could be the 
sleeper hit of the year.

THERE are plenty of things to 
be cynical about in sport, 
with the amount of stories of 
corruption that have 
emerged from the likes of 
football and athletics in the 
last year damaging every¬ 
one’s trust. 

The actions of individuals 
don’t help sometimes - thanks 
to Lance Armstrong, no-one 
believes what they’re seeing 
when they watch cycling 
these days, preferring instead 
to grunt “I bet he’s on drugs.” 

It can also happen with 
whole nations. We’ll skip past 
the Pandora’s Box that is the 
2022 FIFA World Cup, which is 
being held in that famous 
footballing hotbed of Qatar.

Thankfully, there are some 
sections of sport that are 
above such sneering atti¬ 
tudes, and this weekend has 
seen sme of them begin to 
take centre stage. 

If you were to ask a large 
group of people to name a 
knockout competition, surely 
the most common response 
would be the FA Cup. 

For all the changes we’ve 
seen in football in the last few 
decades, it remains without 
equal, and almost without fail 
provides us with the biggest 
talking points of any season.

The first round, which we’re 
in the middle of, is all about 
the non-league sides that are 
suddenly thrust into the lime¬ 
light, such as Warrington 
Town and Blyth Spartans. 


The FA Cup remains 
without equal and 
almost wihout fail 
provides the biggest 
talking points 


It also provides hacks like us 
with something different to 
cover, and I’ve been fortunate 
enough to have reported on a 
couple of ‘cupsets’ in my time 
in the trade.

JOSH McQuoid turned two-goal 
hero to send Luton into the second 
round of the FA Cup as, just for 
once this term, they came up with a 
late winner. 

Five times this term, Town have 
conceded decisive goals at the death 
so this was welcome relief. The 
magic of the cup? Maybe. 

Certainly it was payback for the 
League Two defeat of the same score 
that the Hatters suffered against 
Crawley on this very ground three 
weeks ago. But, more importantly, it 
prevented a replay and a third 
quick-fire instalment of the fixture 
this season - unwanted, judging by 
almost 1,000 Hatters fans that didn’t 
make this return trip to Sussex. 
They would have been justified in 
their absence on the evidence of the 
first half, because if there was any 
abracadabra in the tie at that stage, 
it was that Luton were even in a 
position to win this game at all. 


McQuoid’s strikes at the 54th and 
89th minutes were both stunners 
but, for the second time running at 
the Broadfield Stadium, they were 
poor for 45 minutes. 

After the break, though, a proper 
cup tie broke out and the visitors 
were a different proposition, largely 
due to their substitutions, with Paul 
Benson introduced for the ill Jack 
Marriott - his first outing since 
August 25 - and Danny Green play¬ 
ing for the first time since October. 

McQuoid will also have something 
to say about that. His opener was an 
audacious lob, while his second, 
after Matt Harrold had levelled, was 
lashed in with aplomb after good 
work from Benson and a defensive 
mix-up. There was no way back for 
the Reds at that late stage. 

Bar a ten minute period midway 
through, where they looked to have 
settled after a slow start, it was deja 
vu - just minus the Crawley goals. 

Roarie Deacon, Gwion Edwards, 
Rhys Murphy and Jimmy Smith all 
went close, while Harrold - who 
scored the comeback winner last 
month against the Hatters - caused 
all sorts of concern with a towering 
aerial performance that Luton 
couldn’t get to grips with. 

Luton’s goalkeeper Elliot Justham, 


who made his first appearance two 
months ago in a customary cup out¬ 
ing, also had to be quick off his line 
to keep out Murphy as the attacker 
almost profited when Deacon’s 
scuffed shot nearly ricocheted kind¬ 
ly- 

Flahavan at the other end had 
been a virtual spectator before half 
time, but had to be alert early in the 
second period as Sean Long’s deep 
cross needed tipping over the bar. 
Perhaps it was a tactic with the 
keeper, a relatively small 5ft llins, 
but McQuoid exploited it to the full, 
firing in over his head from 20 yards 
for his second of the season. 

Suddenly it was end-to-end as 
Harrold, who had become increas¬ 
ingly incensed by the officials’ deci¬ 
sions, tested Justham with a skidder 
from the edge of the area soon after. 

Man-on-a-mission Harrold then 
clawed Crawley back into the tie, 
heading in from a corner. It was yet 
more sloppy defending and it frayed 
Hatters’ nerves somewhat but after 
a panic-stricken few minutes they 
steadied themselves. 

The grand finale looked to have 
been a Justham goal-line stop to set 
up a less than mouth-watering 
replay, but then McQuoid hit anoth¬ 
er firecracker.
